they declared more feasible than 
Spring. 

Recommendations were als@ 
adopted to bring to the attention of 
officials of the federal reserve bank 
the need of reserving a strip on the 
east side of its property adjacent 
to its present building for the fu- 
ture .southerly extension of Cone 
street.

«enue to Cone street. : 

. Cost of Viaducts. 


That the chief of construction be 
requested to submit to the com- 
mission plans and estimates of cost 
for the construction of viaducts 
over the railroad tracks at Pryor 
treet and Central avenue, *\ 

These /’ recommendations ere 
made to the commission in a report 
submitted by Robert H. Whitten, 
expert consultant retained by the 
body. He also urged serious con- 
sideration by the commission, -the 
state and the railroads of the pro- 
posed “plaza” plan prepared some 
years ago by the engineering firm 
of Barclay, Parsons & Klapp. . 

In this plan a plaza or parkway 
over the present railroad tracks, 
from Central avenue to Spring street, 
and a single passenger terminal! for 
all railroads: located at about the 
site of the present W. & A. round- 
house, is proposed. 

Whitten’s Report. 


Mr. Whitten’s report adopted 
Tuesday is as follows:

Moreover, Spring street has re- 
cently been paved and widened between Car- 
negiec way and Marietta street.

Terminal Requirements. 

In the above construction of viaducts and 
of the. proposed Spring street viaduct in 
particular has been considered with refer- 
ence to street traffic requirements chiefly. 
But the railroad terminals are even more 
fundamental in the city’s development than 
is its thoroughfare plan. On this problem 
the city is fortunate in having a carefully 
prepared study and report by Barclay, Par- 
sons & Klapp, a firm of consulting en- 
gineers, who have made a specialty of rail- 
way terminal and rapid transit construction 
work. Their report, dated July 8, 1916, and 
a suplemental report dated September 15, 
1916, presents a carefully worked out plan 
for the relocation of the central railway 
freight and passenger terminals, the im- 
provement of street traffic rontes over the 
present railway tracks and the general im- 
provement and beauficreation of a plaza or 

rkway. over the present railroad tracks 
rom Central avenue to Spring street ex- 
tended. A single passenger terminal for all 
railroads is proposed, located at about the 
site of the present Western and Atlantic

COTTON CREDITS 


Hoover in Favor of N ew 
Warehouse System for 


Certificates to Be Basis- 


of Mobile Credit.

Washington, May 31.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The ad- 
mifistration togay, through the sec- 


‘retary of commerce, came oui flat- 


fooitedly not only for-the extengion 
of credit facilities to cotton pro- 
ducers through the federal reserve 
system, but for a system of ware- 
housing that will permit the issu- 
ance of certificates that shall be- 
come the basis of mobile credit and 
pass as the actual delivery of cot- 


on. 

This is the most advanced step 
yet, taken by any authoritative ad- 
ministration head. and it is backed 
up by the statement that Secretary 
Hoover will at once begin active 
work in his department, and in co- 
Operation with the federal reserve 
board, to put his views into exe- 
cution. 

The statemem of the secretary 
was made in a epecial delivered 
communication to ex-Senator John 
L. McLaupin, of South Carolina, who 


has been in conference with admin- 


istration leaders relative to indus- 
trial and agriculturel conditions ‘in 
the south. The statement follows: 


Text of Statement. 


“Hon. J. U. McLaurin, Hotel Occi- 
dental, Washington, D. C. 

“Il beg to confirm the views 1 ex-. 
pressed at our conference this morn- 
ing On the situation in the south. 

“First, | consider it is vital that 
the credit facilities to producers 
and legitimate business should now 
be greatly extended in the southern 
states. The curtailments through 
the reserve eystem have served 
their purpose in reducing specula- 
tion and git Legere they are now 
bringing great hardship. This is 
more a question of*volume of cre- 
dit extended than it ig of the rate 
of interest demanded, and requires 
the co-operation of both reserve, 
and members banks. I believe méat 
bankers are now agreed that this 
policy is necessary. 

“Second, we need better organ-! 
izedy export credit machinery The 
northern bankers will, I hope, suc- 
ceed in joint efforts with their 
southern colleagues, in creating 
larger institutions under the Edge- 
law for handling cotton. It appears 
to me that eome measure of safe 
credit could be established by Amer- 
icans placing cotton in European 
warehouses under their own contro! 
for delivery to European buyers 
against cash. Perhaps co-operating 
among producers and bankers could 
accomplish something in this di- 
rection. 

Basis for Mobile Credit. 

Third, for better marketing and 
financing of the cotton industry, 
the warehousing system should be 


improved s0 as to permit the is- | 


suance of a cotton warehouse -cer- 
tificate of such form and character 
that it cannot oniy become the ba- 
sis of Mobile credit, but also can 
pass as actual delivery of the cot- 
ton. This implies not only guaran- 
teed warehouse integrity, but a 
complete determination of grade, 
quality and- quantity. This is al- 
ready current in some states and 
needs to be extended. 
Fourth, the prospectively 
reduced acreage and yield will, I 
believe, contribute materially to 
stabilizing the situation over the 
next year.

FOR TRADE REVIVAL. 

New York, May 31.—All signs in 

Kurope point to an early trade re- 
vival, former Senator Hoke Smith, | 
of Georgia, today told the national 
consultation conference of Ameri- 
can cotton growers, manufacturers 
and affiliated interests. 
“The outlook abroad is most en- 
couraging,” he said, “and as far as 
Europe is concerned, all signs are 
We can look for 
some improvement in the next few 
months and an early trade revival 
may be expected.” 

Establishment of a single set of 
siandards of common acceptance 
throughout the cotton trade of the 
world was urged by W. Mead- 
ows, of the department of agricule 
ture’s bureau of markets in an ad- 
dress today at the conference. 

Mr. Meadows said that a step to- 
ward attainment of this goal was 
hoped for through the world cotton 
conference to be held at Liverpool 
next month and to be attended by 
Chester Morrill, assistant chief of 
the bureau of markets; 
or, also of the bureau, and Mr. 
Meadows. The expected step for- 
ward, Mr. Meadows asserted, would 
consist of an agreement between 
the department of agriculture and 
the Liverpoo] Cotton“ association 
with respect/ to grades and staple 
standards for American upland cot- 
ton: 

The cotton growers, manufactur- 
ers and affiliated interests called 
upon the federal government to aid 
in the rehabilitation of the cotton 
industry. 

The government 
resolutions: 

To Expand Loans. 


To authorize and grant a more 
lib®ral expansion of credits on farm 
loans. 

To lower the federal reserve bank 
rediscount rate without delay to a 
figure not in excess.of 5 per cent on 
the rediscounts of farm products 
and all commercial paper. 

To instruct the war finance cor- 
‘poration and the department of 
commerce to render all possible aid 
in opening up exports for cotton and 
other American raw preducts, 80 as 
to stimulate the movemént and con- 
sumption of such commodities as 
rapidly as-possible. | 

Restrictions of credits and high 
rate of rediscount charged on farm 
loans, the’ resolution said, had ren- 
dered it impossible for farmers to 
plant and cultivate a normal cotton 
crop in 1921, and indications were 
.that the cotton acreage would. be 
the smallest planted in the last 
twenty-five years. 

“The cotton-growing tndustry and 
the entire agriculture of the. na- 
tion,” the resolutions added, “are 
suffering from unspeakable loss#s 
in price values and stagnated mar- 
kets in America ana restricted ex- 
ports. Deflation in farm ‘values, 
which was so unexpectedly precip- 
itated upon the country in August, 
1920, found the cotton growers with 
their crops ready for harvest and 
without power to protect themselves 
from the debacle of constantly low- 
ering prices.

When you consider the fact that 
the best amateur golfers that Great 
Britain could ‘produce were unable 
to qualify in the lasf American am- 
ateur tourney and couple it with the 
fact that the greatest aggregation 
of golfing talent that this land could 
summon to its colors made the in- 
vading trip to England this sum- 
mer and could do nothing much ex- 
cept accept defeat er 2: the 
conclusion is natural that Ameri- 
ean golf differs as widely from 
British golf as waseball does from 
cricket, which is.the same differ- 
ence as that which exists between 
Billy Sunday and G. Bernara Shaw. 

And after we have thus so sat- 
isfactorily explained. the’crash and 
collapse of the Yankeg invasion of 
ncient game, 
we are confronted by the undenia- 
ble fact that Messrs. Varden and 
Ray, who are undeniably among 
the most typical of all] British golf- 
ers, came over to this country and 
helped themselves to all the honors 
of the American open in which un- 
questionably the best American fleld 
that ever teed off in a golfing event 
was entered.

130 in May, which is the largest 
for any month in eleven years. 
~ This record is an infallible in- 
dex ,to the condition of business 
and state of public mind in any 
city. 

It shows that people are build- 
ing—especially building homes— 
and it may be taken as a4 sure sign 
that things are “looking .up,” that 
the builders, builders’ supplies, 
merchants, contractors and the pub- 
lic generally have confidence in 
the future of the city, _ 

When saws are singing and ham- 
mers beating their good times tat- 
too, and houses are going up 
where none stood before—houses 
to be homes—the effect is heart- 


ening to the whole community. 


Now is the time to build, for the 
cost of building, while not yet 
low as it once was, is probably as 
low as it will be for some time. 
Construction work is especially 
beneficial to the community, for 
it helps business, helps labor and 
helps in many ways to simplify 
the process of commercial and 
economic and industrial readjust- 
ment through which the country 
is now passing. , 

The gratifying rate at which 
home-building has increased thus 
far during 1921 will no doubt con- 
tinue, making this the ‘record 
‘building year” for Atlanta! 


LEGAL, BUT BAD FORM. 


“Cussing” a telephone operator 


a single brainstorm on the patron’s 


-end of. the wire does not in itself 
constitute cause sufficient to justi- | 
fy the company in diseontinuing 


service, according to a decision 
handed down the other day by the 
Missouri state public service com- 
mission. : 

In this case the subscriber, a 
farmer, “cut loose” and treated the 
operator to a verbal lambasting, 
with all, of the vehemence and 
“trimmings” characteristic of a 
man who had lost his temper. 

The .operator reported the in- 
cident to the company and the 
company discontinued service to 
the disgruntled “consumer.” 

He, in turn, complained to the 
public service commission; which, 
after due investigation, ruled that 
“a single instance of use of abusive 
language was not grounds for dis- 
continuance of service,” and order- 
ed the telephone instrument put 
back in the farmer’s house. 

This decision may, or it may not, 
be taken as a precedent by dissat- 
isfied telephone users in other 
parts of thé country; emboldening 
them to “take it out on the oper- 
ator” when things go wrong on the 
wire; but let us hope not. 
Berating a telephone operator is 
not only bad form, but it is a fu- 
tile recourse. a 

In most states the law governing 
such things presupposes that the 
operators of public service utili- 
ties try to serve to the best of their 
ability, and that, being human, the 
service they render‘ cannot always 
be perfect; also, that those whom 
they ‘serve are ladies and«gentle- 
men. 

All that being true, the law usu- 
ally requires that the public serv- 
ice corporations shall maintain ave- 
nues through which grievances 
shall receive attention in an order- 


Jy way, providing also a means of / 


legal redress where called for. 
But, anyhow and anywhere—in- 
cluding Missouri—even if the long- 
range oral chastisement of a tel: 
phone operator should be legal, it 
certainly is in, bad form.

‘EVEN THE POLAR BEARS GRIN. 


Now that the source of Milwau- 
kee’s fame has evaporated, the city 
finds other means for publicity. Ac- 
cording to a London zoological] 
authority, Milwaukee’s zooJozical 
park is the first and only one where 
polar bears have: been successfully 
bred in captivity. In all other parks 
where this has been attempted the 
younger bears quickly succumbed to 
pneumonia. | ' 

Pneumonia—of all diseases for a 
polar bear! : 

Here’s a fine chance for those who 
believe in catching cold to step for- 
ward and account for the curious 
phenomenon. Professional brethren 
not barred. 

Somehow these inconsiderate 
polar bears that insist on having 
pneumonia in spite of the tenderest 
care and utmost precaution to “pro- 
tect” the poor things—they hail from 
a region where “exposure” is never 
permitted and the polar bears never 
get their feet or hides wet!—some- 
how these thoughtless animals de- 
veloping pneumonia remind one of 
the mean trick the Esquimos played 
on the folks who brought them down 
for the Pan-American exposition in 
Buffalo twenty years ago. Beauti- 
ful May weather, yet a lot of those 
unreasonable denizens of the Far 
North came down with pneumonia 
soon after arriving on the exposi- 
tion midway, and all were greatly 
frightened by the strange disease, 
and most of the victims succumbed. 

Exposure? Drafts? 

Some cultured white man sneezed 
or coughed in their faces. 

A reader feels convinced that I 
am utterly mistaken in my belief 
and teaching that exposure to cold. 
wet, drafts and the like has no re- 
lation whatever: to one’s suscepti- 
bility to respiratory infections or 
any other disease. He proposes that 
I stand under'a hose for a while 
and get thoroughly soaked through, 
then go and lie down where it is 
good and cold, and allow myself to 
reeze, 

Undoubtedly I'd suffer frostbite as 
quickly as anyone else. I have often 
said that sunstroke and frostbite 
are the only two abnormal or patho- 
logical conditions which can be 
properly ascribed to weather or at- 
mospheric causes. Therefore I re- 
ject this proposal, for freezing is 
quite beyond my province: indeed, 
I fear my fate is to be quite the 
opposite. |

Some of us have an abnormal] fear 
or phobia of high places, some of 
closed or confined places (claustro- 
phobia), some fear being in a crowd, 
some fear being alone (monopnobia), 
some fear being in large open places, 
even crossing an empty street alone 
(agorophobia), some fear thé weath- 
er or wet feet or drafts (catching- 
cold-phobia) and some are afraid to 
go in swimming if they happen to 
belong to the credulous sex (dydro- 
phobia). Of all the phobias prob- 
ably the catch-cold-phobia is most 
common; and next I should say the 
fear of high places. 
The Lesson Not Yet Learned. 
Some time ago 1 wrote you for 
instructions for the control of bed- 
wetting, and have been following 
them closely in the case of my boy. 
He is much improved. It is over 
four weeks now since he regained 
control of the bladder nights, It 
is still daylight at 8 o’clock, our 
time having been turned ahead one 
hour, and it is hard to make him 
come in and go to bed so early, 
with his playmates still out play- 
ing and calling him “sissy” because 
he can’t stay up later. ... 
ANSWER-—-In those instructions I 
tried to impress upon parents the 
importance of discipline, not un- 
reasonable or vindictive, but sus- 
tained a sufficient time. You have 
made some headway. Why not stick 
to the schedule laid down? That is 
the way to prevent relapse. The 
weakness igs largely due to faulty 
discipline as regards regularity in 
habits, in the diet, and the child’s 
general care from infancy upward, 
As a rule bed-wetting is merely a 
nerve-muscular fatigue, part of a 
general state incident to poor gen- 
eral hygiene.

The board of education hag not 


exceeded, and is not now expending 
its funds on a scale which will ex- 
ceed the amount apportioned to it 
by law. 


The law requires the mayor and 
general council to apportion and 
pay over to the board of education 


for the operation of the schools in 
the year 1919, not less than was so 
apportioned and expended in the 
year 1918, and in no less a propor- 
tion In each succeeding year, and it 
further provides that in no year 
shall the amount apportioned and 
paid to the schools be less than the 
aniount apportioned and paid to the 
board for the support and mainte- 
nance Of the schools in the preced- 
ing year. 


In addition to the above provis- 
ion which for the year 1919 de- 
manded an apportionment of ap- 


proximately 22 per cent of the city’s 
Sross current income, the board of 
education is entitled to, and does 
actually receive fees for tuition of 
non-resident pupils which this year 
amounts to $13,000, estimated, and 
the state schoo] funds apportioned 
to the city; which will this. year 
amount to° approximately $165,000. 
These amounts cannot be paid to 
and received by anybody but the 
treasurer of the bofrd of education. 
The city council, in estimating the 
city’s income for the several years 
last past’ has, and does this year, 
count these items as a part of the 
city’s income upon which to base 
its apportionment of 22 per cent. 


Thus, we see, that the amount re- 
ceived by the board of education in 
1919 and 1920, and apportions to be 


received in 1921, is less than the 
amount fixed by law which specig- 
cally requires that the city appro- 
priate twenty-two per cent of its 
income to the schools, regardless of 
the state appropriation to the 
schools, or the income derived by 
the schools from non-resident pu- 
Pils. This thd city hae not done. 

And thus it appears why the 
board of education hagn’t enough 
money to run the schools until Jan- 
uary 1. 


In addition to this, by the law 
above set forth, the mayor and gen- 
eral council cannot apportion and 


pay over the the board of educa- 
tion Jess than it did last year, the 
amount of which apportionment last 
year was more than $1,600,000. their

If the mayor and general council

Corn closed 1-2c nét 
Jower to a like advance; oats un- 
changed to 3-4c higher, and provi- 
sions at a setback of 15 to 95 cents. 

Notwithstanding that 450 carloads 
of wheat had arrived her since Sat- 
urday, the fact speedily developed 
that very little of the supply was 
for sale, and that bidders who want- 
ed any in a hurry would have to 
pay dearly for the privilege. The 
searcity of offerings was overcame 
for the time being after the market 
had risen 121-2 cents. A reaction 
of 7 cents ensued, but strain was 
again apparent later and in the end 
the May demand, althotgh confined 
to a few, gave signs of being near- 
ly frantic. It was estimated that 
the total dealings in May during 
today’s session totalled about 750,- 
000 bushels. Firmness of the July 
delivery was ascribed to sympathy 
with May and to continuance of 
unfavorable crop reports despite 
news of rains. Besides export call 
was~- brisk, Germany, it was said, 
taking 1,000,000 bushels. 

Corn and oats were upheld by the 
readiness with which elevators and 
shippers absorbed the immense re- 
ceipts of corn here—750 carloads. 
Provisions were governed mainly 
by changes in the hog market.

Secretary Davis conferred with 
both the engineers and _ shipping 
board officials today and also kept 
in touch by telephone with the 
American ship owners aseociation 
who were in session in New York. 
He later announced that the asso- 
ciatino would be in session again 
tomorrow and that there was yet 
a chance of their agreeing to the 
proposed terms.

MOVE 10 DISARM 
BEGINS QUEETLY 


Washington, May 31.—“Informal 
feelers” with respect to an interna- 
tional agreement for.a retuction 
of armaments already have been 
put out by the American govern- 
ment, it was learned today in high 
administration quarters. The pur- 
pose, it is understood, is to devel- 
ope the attitude of foreign govern- 
ments on the question before any 
formal negotiations are undertak- 
en. 

The approaches already made are 
understood to have been conveyed 
through American representatives 
sitting informally inthe allied coun- 
cils and it is believed the. conver- 
sations have been more or less of 
an incidental character. 

The administration has indicated 
its belief that the subject could well 
be considered bythesupreme coun- 
cil, but officials have pointed out 
that it could not be broached for- 
mally to the council by the Unit- 
ed States since this government is 
represented there only in an unof- 
ficial capucity. «Information has 
reached Washington, however, 
which leads officials to believe that 
some other government, prompted 
by the informal] suggestions of the 
United States may make the dis- 
armament question an actual issue 
hefore the council in the near fu- 
ture. 

The process is expected here to 
be a slow one and generally the be- 
lief is held that the “informal feel- 
ers” will, be the only direct action 
.taken now :-by President Harding in 
response to the Borah amendment 
to the naval bill requesting that the 
chief executive begin negotiation 
for a disarmament agreement. 


COTTON FUTURES ACT 
INVOLVED IN SUIT 


Washington, May 31.—What was 
thought tobe the first suit involv- 
ing construction of the cotton fu- 
tures act was docketed in the su- 
preme court today when “Fred 
Browne, of Fort Smith, Ark., asked 
a review of decisions of Louisiana 
courts denying him reimbursement 
from a firm of brokers in New Or- 
leans for losses alleged to have re- 
sulted from a deal in cotton fu- 
tures. 

Rrowne hased his case on secrion 


4 of the act which requires all 
purchase or sale contracts to bea: 
the name and address of buyer and 
seller. The documents produced 
by the brokers as showing that the 
Purchase to cover his account was 
at a price which resulted in a loss 
of more than $4,000 did not carry 
these essentials. Browne won in 
the district court, but the decision 
was reversed on appeal. 3

lieved from duty “pending further 
instructions.” C A. Parker was ap- 
pointed temporary chief of the di- 
vision in Majors’ piace. 

The investigation into conditions 
at Checkerboard field followed the 
deaths of five pilots in the Chicago 
division the last 
Charges of inefficiency, negligence 
and drunkenness were made by wit- 
nesses during the inquiry which was 
in charge of Charles H. Clarahan, 
a postal inspector. All of these 
charves were strongly denied by the 
accused officials whose conduct also 
was defended by pilots at the field. 

The chief witness before the in- 
vestigating board was C. C. Ever- 
sole, former air mail pilot, who was 
discharged from the service afte> 
he had made a parachute leap from 
his plane near Minneapolis last 
February. Eversole asserted this 
Was necessary to save his life, but 
officials who investigated, declared 
his leap which resulted in the de- 
struction of his plane was unneces- 
sarv, 

Eversole declared that the real 
reason for his discharge was that 
he had told postal inspectors of 
neglect and efficiency at mail flying 
fields. 

In addition, he asserted, tWat air 
field officials staged drinking par- 
Ca which incapacitated them for 

uty. . 

In the case of J. P. Christensen, 
head of the air mail pilots’ associa: 
tion, who was killed when his nlane 
crashed in a fog at Cleveland, Ever- 
sole testified that attempts had been 
made by officials to force Christen- 
sen out. of the service because of 
his work jn organizing the pilots’ 
association and because it was 
known that he was gathering proof 
nf alleved neetlizencé by officials.

als for naval reduction. A _ final 
vote, however, is expected by lead- 
ers tomorrow or Thursday. 

When the senate, after its holiday 
recess, resumed consideration of 
the pill, Senator Lenroot, republi- 
can, Wisconsin, offered an amend- 
ment to cut $15,000,000 from the 
total of $90,000,000 voted by ~-the 
house and supported by the senate 
naval committee for continuing 
work on the 1916 naval building 
program. The amendment was re- 
jected by a vote of 35 to 20. 

Senator King, democrat, Utah, of- 
fered an amendment proposing tem- 
porary suspension of work on five 
of the six new battle cruisers and 
also on six superdreadnaughts of 
the South Dakota elass. He spoke 
for several hours on his amendment 
and it went over until tomorrow.
